That a reduction has been made in 
the fees for the 1934 summer session 
classes was the announcement made 
today by Dean McKee ..Fisk. ..The 
classes will begin June 18 and termi- 
nate July 27. 

Courses will be offered in every de- 
partment of the regular term, as well 
as some additional courses. All work 
will be thoroughly accredited, and will 
be taught by regular faculty mem- 
bers. 

The charge will be $3.50 per unit 
for instruction, with six units offered 
for the price of five. 

Advantages Listed 

Summer school has advantages over 
the regular term, Dean Fisk pointed 
out, as the classes are smaller and the 
individual student is thus benefitted. 
Also, the work is’ intensive, with 
classes meeting every day, and more 
is accomplished in a short time. 

The classes are held so that stu- 
dents may make up any units they 
lack for graduation, or so that they 
may lighten their full term work by 
taking a semester’s course in the six 
weeks during summer. They have the 
opportunity to take electives outside 
their regular curricula, or to fulfill

“Fish have personalities.” _ 

So says. Clyde O. Patton, jaysee 
coach, whose hobby is collecting and 
breeding tropical fish. 

“It is very entertaining to study 
fish,” he declares, "There are bullies, 
weaklings, lively ones, and ones which 
are not so peppy just as there are 
among people. They get diseases, have 
hookworms and consumption, and 
have to be treated, just as people do.” 

His particular interest is in the 
Guppi, a breed of tiny fish marked by 
an orange spot on the dorsal fin of 
the male. A tank of these are on dis- 
play in room 58. The females are 
over an inch long and a yellowish, 
almost transparent color, while the 
tiny male—only about 1-2 or 3-4 
inch long— has bright orange, blue, 
purple, and pink colors. They are 
constantly moving about’ shaking 
their fins to attract the attention of 
the female. 

These fish produce their young 
alive and Mr. Patton says that he 
had one female which produced 48 
at one time. It is not uncommon for 
as many as 100 to be: produced at 
once. 

The fish hatch from the eggs as 
soon as they are laid and within 3 
hours the babies, who are practically 
nothing but a pair of eyes, swim about 
as perkily as their parents. 

“For centuries,” said Mr. Patton, 
“the Japanese and Chinese have in- 
terbred fish to produce different 
types. In this way the goldfish was de- 
veloped from ordinary carp. 

“T have one Guppi which has a 
tail 2-3 as long as its body and I 
am trying to breed a variety with 
very long tails, although I’ve been 
told this is impossible.” 

The plant life in the aquarium also 
interests him a great deal. He has 
discovered three plants native to 
California whch have always been 
imported from the East. He is work- 
ing on the problem of transplanting 
such plants from the running, cool 
water where they originate to the 
still and comparatively warm water 
of the tank. 

“A proper balance may be ob- 
tained between plants, water and 
fish,’ he states,’”? so that the water 
of the acquarium needs to be changed 
but seldom in order to supply the 
right amount of carbon dioxide and 
oxygen for plants and fish.” 

In order to feed the fish he col- 
lects water fleas from streams and 
also raises a culture of white worms 
in oatmeal. These worms subdivide 
and multiply thus making a steady 
diet for Mr. and Mrs. Guppi and 
family.
